PENTECOST  REPEATED 


That  first  Pentecost  was  meant  to  be  duplicated  in  every  soul  that 
comes  for  Confirmation.  Of  this  our  young  people  simply  must  be  re¬ 
minded.  Within  them  are  the  parted  ton_ues  of  flame;  they  came  at 
the  moment  of  Confirmation.  They  remain  until  driven  out  by  the 
hideous  rebellion  and  counter-revolution  which  is  sin. 


FLAME  ENKINDLED 


That  flame  (Holy  Ghost)  breaking  into  the  souls  of  the  Apostles 
sent  them  out  to  set  a  world  on  fire.  Christ  had  cast  fire  upon  the 
earth.  He  had  kindled  a  light  that  would  never  be  quenched.  That  very 
flame  is  in  the  souls  of  our  young  people.  It  awaits  their  use.  In  their 
hands,  it  becomes  the  fire  of  a  thousand  purposes.  It  is  a  light  to  be 
lifted  over  a  world  in  darkness  and  muddling  through  inky  fog.

Through  prayer  and  personal  sacrifice  you  can 
share  in  the  noble  work  of  our  zealous  missionaries. 

TO  BE  RECEIVED  DAILY  DURING  OCTAVE 

Antiphon.  That  they  all  may  be  One,  as  Thou,  Father  in  Me  and 
I  in  Thee;  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  Us;  that  the  world  may  be¬ 
lieve  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me. — St.  John  xvii  :2l. 

V.  I  say  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  Peter; 

R.  And  upon  this  Rock  I  will  build  My  Church.

N.  B.  It  is  also  recommended  that  at  least  one  decade  of  the  Rosary 
be  said  for  the  particular  intention  of  each  day;  also  that  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  be  received  as  often  as  possible  during  the  Octave,  daily  if  pos¬ 
sible,  certainly  on  the  Sunday  within  the  Octave.
